Reports Show Increase 
Over Original Plans 
of the Contract 


Following is a letter from the con­ 
struction company employed by the 
city of Decatur for the installation of 
complete water and sewer system s in 
the city, addressed to the m ayor and 
city commissioners or councilmen: 
August 22nd, 1922. 
Hon. Mayor and Commissioners, 
Decatur, Texas. 
Gentlemen: After presentation and 
acceptance by you of our final esti­ 
mates and report of August 15th, you 
have requested the w riter to m ake a 
statement as to the am ount of w ater 
and sewer lines actually installed, 
and such other inform ation which 
may be of interest to the public. 
There were constructed 8.4 miles 
of sewer lines, or fifty-four per cent 
increase over the original contract, 
at an additional expense of approxi­ 
mately $12,800.00. 
In these lines 
there were installed sixty-one man­ 
holes, six flush tanks, forty-six clean­ 
out and lamp-holes and seven hun­ 
dred “wyes” over the original con­ 
tract of forty-two man-holes, two 
flush tanks, twenty lamp-poles and 
lamp-holes and three hundred “wyes” 
at a cost of $2,200.00. 
There were 
also constructed two additional dis­ 
posal plants which with all accessor­ 
ies, amounted to another additional 
$2,000.00. 
These additional sewer 
lines were constructed with a saving 
in cost for rock excavation of ap­ 
proximately $3,000.00 over that es­ 
timated for the original lines. 
This 
latter economy was largely affected 
by shifting the lines and grades so 
as to avoid the rock as the conditions 
and difficulties arose and presented 
themselves. 
There were 8.54 miles of w ater 
mains laid, 5.94 miles being cast 
iron. The increase In length of cast 
iron mains is 14.& per cent, repre­ 
senting an additional expenditure of 
approximately $4,500.00 There were 
thirty-nine new and salvags fire hy­ 
drants installed with no appreciable 
increase in amount. 
The original contract for the dam 
was $31,412.00. 
The spillway was 
changed from the center of the dam 
to the end, and the dam raised five 
feet at a cost of $28,668.00, or at a 
net saving of $2,744.00. 
Expenditure for land for dam and , 
roadways was $7,486.00— $1,000.00; 
of which was paid for a roadway now I 
not necessary and for which a refund I 
may be received. 
The town is almost entirely com- ; 
i letelv watered and sewered. 
The; 
lines 
'ave been so located and at | 
such depths that extensions can be; 
made from rime to time as the nee- ; 
easily arises. 
These entire improvements have 
been made with an over-run of ap- j 
proximately $2,500 OO over the mon- i 
ies appropriated for these purposes. I 
We trust that LLis covers the ad­ 
ditional information you desire and 
that you will feel free to call upon 
us at any time in the future w hen­ 
ever we are in position to serve you. 
In closing:, the Elrod Engineering

OATH OF KU KLUX 
KLAN IS REVEALED 


The state of California was expect­ 
ed to close its case Thursday against 
thirty-six m em bers of the Ku Klux 
Klan, on trial for alleged participa­ 
tion in the Inglewood m asked mob 
violence. 
Several state witnesses re­ 
mained to be called and Deputy Dis­ 
trict Attorney Dora** announced that 
if he were unable to conclude his 
case late Thursday he would do so 
early Friday. 
The case has been in 
session in Los Angeles. 
Defense At­ 
torney D’Orr stated some thirty w it­ 
nesses would he called by the de­ 
fense. 
One of the most closely guarded 
secrets of the klan was revealed a t 
Thursday’s session 
The oath, Deputy D istrict A ttor­ 
neys Keyes and T urner claim, places 
allegiance to the so-called “ invisible 
governm ent” above loyalty to the 
United States. 
The text of the oath, however, as 
disclosed by the prosecution, swears 
“ unqualified allegiance” to the U nit­ 
ed States government. 
It is about 
twelve hundred words in length. 
The klan oath as presented in p art 
follows: 
“The applicant will place his left 
hand over his heart and raise his 
right hand to heaven. 
“ I, John Doe. in the presence of 
God and man, most solemnly pledge, 
prom ise and swear, unconditionally, 
th at I will faithfully obey the consti­ 
tution and the law and will willingly 
conform to all reguations, usages and 
requirem ents of the Ku Klux Klan 
which do now exist ar which may be 
hereafter enacted and will render a t 
all times loyal respect and steadfast 
support to the im perial authority or 
same and will heartily heed all offi­ 
cial m andates, decrees, edicts, rulings 
and instructions of the im perial wiz­ 
ard thereof. 
“ I swear that I will keep secure to 
myself a secret of a klansm an in the 
sacred bond of klansm anship. 
The 
crim e of violating this solemn oath, 
treason against th t. United States of 
America, rape and m ailicious m urder 
alone excepted. 
“ I most solemnly assert and affirm 
th a t to the governm ent of the United 
States of America and any state 
thereof of which I may become a res­ 
ident I sacredly swear an unqualified 
allegiance above any other and every 
kind of governm ent in the whole 
world. 
I here and now pledge my 
life, my property, my vote and my 
sacred honor to uphold its flag, its 
constitution 
and its constitutional 
laws and will protect and defend and 
enforce same until death.”

This location is a short dis­ 
tance from the Ola Cottondale well, 
abandoned two years ago on account 
of a crooked hole. 
Some big news is in the making 
for the Boyd country, as there is a 
rumor afloat that a big company is 
negotiating for a drilling contract 
in that section, said to be one of the 
best bets in the county. 
Probably 
next week the Messenger will carry 
the news of a location in the Boyd 
section. 
There has been a delay in start­ 
ing work on the derrick for t"e new 
Keystone well, which has been re­ 
ported will be put down about three 
hundred feet north of the old hole. 
A report sayrs there is a hitch in the 
proceedings owing to the refusal of 
a land-owner to contribute acreage 
to the drilling fund.

T he following year the am o u n t was 
raised to $590,000, and since that 
tim e it has not fallen below $4,0Q0,- 
000 In any year. 
The am ount ap­ 
propriated since 1916 up to date has 
been slightly in excess of $22,000.- 
000; 
and, for the next three years, 
th e follow ing am ounts have been al­ 
lotted : 1923, $2,950,000; 1924, $3,- 
835,000; 
1925, $4,425,000. 
For the m oney thus spent, togeth­ 
e r w ith that furnished by counties, 
th e stat© has received 1,130 miles of 
com pleted roads, and a t this tim e 


12,600 additional m iles are under 
construction, or are projected. 
Texas, both in projected mileage 
and federal appropriation, is ahead 
of any oth er state Ii* th e union. 
Figuratively speaking, the amount,

DETECTOR OF LIES 
EXCITING INTEREST 


The “sphygnomauometer,” or “ lie 
detector,” which Justice McCoy re­ 
fused in the trial of James Fyer for 
m urder at Washington, continues to 
hold interesti n capitol legal circles. 
Most recent of its proponents is Dr. 
E. E. Dudding, head of the Prison­ 
ers’ Relief Society, who has submit­ 
ted himself to its tests in an endeav­ 
or to obtain what he terms “ tardy 
justice” for himself. 
Dr. Dudding 
was 
convicted 
and 
sentenced 
For 
manslaughter a number of years ago, 
served his time, a n i since then has 
devoted himself to the aid and relief 
of released prisoners. 
At his request, Dr. William Mars­ 
ton, professor of legal psychology at 
American University, and Paul E. 
Hadlick, secretary of the American 
Psycho-Legal Society, conducted the 
test. 
The instrument is similar to 
that which physicians use for testing 
blood pressure, but has an especially 
sensitive needle upon a recording 
dial, 
which 
fluctuates 
with 
any 
change in blood pressure. 
It is ex­ 
plained that fear, anger, and pain 
cause the needle to jump, and that 
no man tells a lit the outcome of 
which concerns him, witnout expe­ 
riencing fear. 
As neither anger nor 
pain enters into an examination of a 
witness in court, the jumping of the 
needle when a question is answered 
is held to indicate fear, and there­ 
fore lack of truth. 
Dr. Dudding was put thru a guell- 
ing examination as to the alleged 
crime for which b° was convicted and 
sentenced, his inquisitors doing all 
in their power to confuse and trip 
him. At no time did the needle jump 
up, indicating, so the experts said, 
th a t 
his answers were 
invariably 
truthful.

SIGHT OF HORSE RESTORED 


Live Worm Cut From Animal'* Eye 
in Moat Remarkable Operation in 
Veterinary 
Surgery. 


Kalamazoo, Mich.—One of the most 
remarkable operations in the history 
of veterinary surgery has just been 
performed by Dr. George Waddle, who 
removed a live worm known as a 
flliria equine, from the left eye of a 
horse. 
The worm was about two inches in 
length. 
It 
was, easily 
discernible 
through 
the 
enlarged 
pupil 
and 
against the dark background of the 
retina. It was the first eye worm ever 
found by Doctor Waddle in his thirty- 
eight years’ experience in the United 
States 
and 
Canada, 
although 
the 
affliction is not an extraordinary one 
In Europe. 
The operation was exceedingly dif­ 
ficult because of the delicate nature 
of the tissue, but the worm was ex­ 
tracted in fifteen minutes through the 
application of local anaesthetics. The 
surgeon believes that within a short 
time the horse will recover full use 
of its eye. 
The worm Is developed 
from a microscopic germ carried to 
the eye by the blood and lodged in the 
peculiarly formed sac In the equine 
eyeball until It Is fully developed as 
a worm. The horse is said to be the 
only animal In which the development 
of an eye worm la possible.

'T'ne rirst re­ 
lates to the division of the cost of 
construction of a system of highways 
as between the present tax-payer and 
future generations. 
To what extent 
shall the roads be paid for by taxes 
md to what extent by bonds. 
The 
second question relates to the divi­ 
sion of the cost as between the user 
of the road and tax-payers in gen­ 
eral. 
A correct answer to these 
questions would solve the problems. 
It is not tile purpose of those 
ciiarged with the duty of completing 
a connected system of state highways, 
to raise the necessary funds for this 
purpose regardless of the source, but 
they desire to erm tably place the 
burden on the shoulders of those who 
receive the beni ' its of the roads, in 
direct proportion to such benefits. 
It will require a combination of en­ 
gineering knowledge and sound eco­ 
nomic analysis coupled with honest 
conscientious study to arrive at an 
accurate and just solution of this 
problem. 
Certainly the p.esent tax-payers 
want good roads. 
They want and 
deserve as many good roads as are 
economically justifiable. 
It is ob­ 
vious that fewer good roads can be 
built, if the present generation un­ 
dertakes to pay the entire cost of 
all roads built, than if a portion of 
the cost were met by the proceeds of 
bonds. 
The question is just how 
much of g h e cost should be charged 
to the future generation, and bonded 
in a sound defensible program for 
roads. 
We instinctive^ dislike large pub­ 
lic debts— and rightly so. 
Few of 
them leave terrible assets. 
The pub­ 
lic must be shown that there is a 
permanent asset in good roads— well 
constructed 
and 
properly 
located. 
Until this is done, public temper will 
not permit large bond issues for road 
building purposes. 
That there is a 
permanent asset in a well construct­ 
ed and properly located road is fast 
becoming an admitted fact. 
This be­ 
ing true, then it is right and just 
for the future generation to bear part 
of the cost of construction, for it is 
axiomatic that each generation ought 
to pay its way. 
Granting this, then 
it is practically, as well as thereoti- 
cally correct that any debt which the 
present generation passes on to the 
next must be adequately covered by 
sound assets passed on to that gen­ 
eration. 
After the road has been completed 
and our bond moray spent, what do 
we expect? 
Not a road that will stay 
intact and resist the heavy motor 
traffic and bad weamer year in and 
year out, 
without being properly 
maintained. 
In fact, we expect the 
surfacing to wear and wash, but we 
must not overlook the actual increase 
in value of the permanent invest- 
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—Let the home people know wjkt can be bought at 
home. “It pays to advertise!” 
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ment as the years go by. 
In other 
words, the sub-gre.de is better as it 
becomes compact, the bridges are im­ 
proved, the hills are cut, the safety 
factors are strengthened and railroad 
crossings eliminated. 
Use of the 
road deteriorates the surface but only 
enhances the other factors. 
Maintenance of tile road after con­ 
struction is requiring a great deal of 
study on the part of those charged 
with the duty of constructing and 
maintaining the highways in this 
state and nation. 
It has been sug­ 
gested that the definition of the word 
maintenance be extended so as to 
include not only the day to day and 
year to year expense of keeping the 
highway in serviceable condition but 
also to include resurfacing whenever 
needed. 
In this way, the road would 
never wear out but would be turned 
over to the next generation unim­ 
paired. 
A road once built to a given 
standard would be maintained for all 
time to that standard, each genera­ 
tion assuming the responsibility for 
maintaining it during the time it 
used the road. This would make the 
life of the road indefinitely long, and 
such a definition, if adhered to, 
would destroy the argument against 
long term bands. 
It would seem just 
that the users of the roads should 
pay the cost of maintenance includ­ 
ing resurfacing awd new drainage 
structures. 
In this manner we would be able 
to raise the necessary sums to build 
an 
extensive system 
of 
highways 
without unloading on the present! 
generation of general tax-payers the 
heavy charge of amortizing highway 
securities in a fifteen to twenty year 
period. Long term bonds would com­ 
pel the succeeding generation to pay 
its part of the cost of tile road passed 
on to them. 
The success of this the­ 
ory would require the writing into 
the law of stringent requirements as 
to maintenance an.! a classification ! 
of 
resurfacing 
as 
a 
m aintenance! 
charge. 
It has been urged that the users 
of the road should pay the whole 
cost, 
'rhis would br utterly unfair. 
We must remember that roads were 
necessary before motor vehicles were 
known. 
Of course Jhe road must be 
built to a higher standard in order 
to accommodate motor traffic, and 
it is believed tins increased cost 
would be properly chargeable to the 
motor vehicle owners. Not only does 
the motor vehicle owner derive bene­ 
fits from the good road but every 
property owner derives benefit from 
it. 
His property is increased in val­ 
ue, his schools are better and pros­ 
perity reigns when good roads are 
built. 
Statistics prove that bad roads are 
one of the fundamental causes of il­ 
literacy— school attendance increas­ 
ing in exact proportion to road im­ 
provement. 
Of course the motor vehicle owner 
should pay for th,*. maintenance of 
the road and also pay the additional 
amount needed to build the highways 
up to the standard required by motor 
trail ic. Tho highways cost more than 
they otherwise would because of the

necessity of supplying afij 
tions to a particular grot; 
and such additional cost rn 
erly chargeable tc this 
group. 
As a suggestion and afmeans of 
stimulating a discussionjphich will 
h ad to a more nationajasystem of 
highway finance — one |phich will 
build roads as quickly as fconomical- 
iy desirable— one which Will not un­ 
fairly repress, yet subsidize the au­ 
tomobile industry, andotfc which will 
distribute the tax burd® fairly, if is 
recommended to im-et federal aid or 
orie-fourth the cost oBconstruction 


be met by an ad valorem tax or by 
the proceeds from long term state 
bonds and the other half necesary 
to meet federal aid be met by license 
fees. 
Then levy a tax on gasoline 
sufficient to maintain the roads, in­ 
cluding resurfacing and 
replacing 
drainage structures. 
The 
general 
tax-payer would, in this way, be pay­ 
ing 
one-fourth 
or 
the 
estimated 
amount necessary to build the road 
up to motor traffic standard, the fed­ 
eral government would pay the other 
one-half for construction and the 
user of the roads would pay the cost 
of maintenance.
